Epiphany 

Cor. 15:1-11 

Epiphany. Little Christmas. The visit of the Magi to the Christ Child. 

The American Heritage Dictionary defines epiphany as "a sudden manifestation of the essential mean- 
ing of something." Epiphany is not simply an "aha"! moment! It is a flash of light about something basic; some- 
thing true in the most profound sense. It is a realization. 

When you remember where you put your winter boots, that is not an epiphany. That's just luck. When 
you realize what you've been doing wrong that causes your cakes to fall, that is not an epiphany, either. That's 
just finally learning something by trial and error. 

When you realize that Jesus Christ is truly human and truly divine, as we think the Magi did, that is an 
epiphany. 

St. Paul, as he writes to the Corinthians, tells us in the simplest, most specific language possible what 
that epiphany-that truth realized in Christ-means for us: that Christ died for our sins, that he was raised from 
the dead, and that many saw the resurrected Jesus, so we can trust the information. When that penetrates our 
hearts and minds, that is our epiphany. 
Dear Lord Jesus, 

Be born anew in us this day. Satisfy our longings to know thee. Teach us the meaning of this life you 
give us. Impel us to live it fully, in your Grace, day by day. Amen.
